Query ist — ^THE manner in which the present Governors, and the Secretary 
and assistant Treasurer, were appointed or selected ? 

Answer. — THE present Governors, with two others, were originally selected by ballot, 
by and from the members of the Corporation inslitnted for the relief of the Poor of 
Dublin, to be acting Governors for one year, pursuant to the 37th of the King, chap. 34. 

The present Governors, with the said two others, were continued acting Governors for 
another year, by the 38th of the King, chap. 34. 

The present Governors, with the said two others, were continued acting Governors for 
another year, by the 39th of tjje King, chap. 38. 

The present five Governors were appointed by the Lord Lieutenant from the then seven 
acting Governors, pursuant to the 40th of the King, chap. 40. 

The present Secretary and assistant Treasurer was appointed to those Offices on the 
recommendation of the Lord Lieutenant, on the 28th January 1813. 



Query 2d. — Name and profession or other occupation of every such Governor 
and Secretary and assistant Treasurer ? 

Governors : — 'James Henthorn, surgeon ; Rev. William O'Connor, clerk ; Edward 
Houghton, barrister; Rev. James Horner, minister of the Scots Church; Francis 
L’EstraBge, surgeon. 

Secretary and Assistant Treasurer ; — Crofton Fitz Gerald ; no other profession. 

Name' of the resigned Governor receiving a pension from the establishment; 
and upon what ground, and by what authority such pension was assigned 
to him ? 

The Rev. Thomas Gamble, clerk, resigned Governor, has received one hundred pounds 
annually since his resignation; which sum has been included in'the annual estimates sub- 
mitted to Parliament, with the approbation of the Lord Lieutenant. 

The other resigned acting Governor died about the period of the appointment of the 
present five Governors.
